For - every 
landscape or seascape thoy. enap, 
they fit on the filter and hope for 
tho best. Invariably, results, are 
disappointing, a . 


SAFE RULE. 


A safe rule to atop is only to 
use tho filter when the subject Ja 
topped ‘by on absolutely blue sky. 
or a allghtly mottled white one. 
On the Photoaraph, that part would 
come out as 2 dlank white if tho 
filter wero not used, and it would 
almply mean ‘that the picture would 
end halfway’ up the print. The 
filter will in this case help to 

,capturo the. Hght blue tint of a. 
sunny . sky. : 

If photographing with tho back 
of the camora to the aun, and there 
are gome dark and billowy clouds 
showing at tho top ‘of the vicw- 
finder, {t would ruin tho picture to 
uso tho sky filter. When the pic- 
ture is printed, it will be found 
that tho clouds are so emphasised. 
that tho picture would scom to 
represent a brewing storm, instead 
of a pleasant; cloudy but otherwise 
fine day. ~ a 


RECTIFYING ERRORS, 


; When thero is a singlo streak of 
“+. cloud ‘in tho middle of the sky, it 
ig safe to use the filter, because 
even if a slight mis-judgment fs 
mado it can invariably be rectified 
in the printing. It. is quite a 
simple matter to give the sky or 
the landscape a longer or shorter 
exposure than the other, by a4 
simplo mask arrangement, whon 
making the print or enlargement. 

. At thia time of the year, however, 
anothor factor enters which _ still 
further simplifies the taking of 
cloud pictures, The light, especial- 
ly in the evenings after office 
hours, J8 considerably yellow in 
charactor, and towards sundown it 
fs very marked Indeed. . Tho aun- 
seta are notably beautiful for their 
cloud forms and rich colourings of 

_-yallow, orange and red.. In these 
cases, no colour filtor is needed and 
the oxposures can be considerably 
reduced.

The amending Ordinance saub-
